thought we should have a (Town Planner)," Mr. Kunz 
said. "What we see is a broad-based need for support to 
all land-use committees in pursuit of opportunities which 
are not being hit very well or are being missed. We see a 
half-time (position), with benefits — which shouldn't cost, 
in total, more than $35,000. You can pay for this indi- 
vidual if (he/ she) saves three houses per year." 

"If you are all in agreement that this is a good 
way to go ... we should draft an article for the Town 
Meeting warrant," Selectman Andrews said. 

But Selectman Denham cautioned that the town's 
current Personnel By-Laws would have to be amended, as 
they don't allow for a part-time position with benefits as 
Mr. Kunz proposed. 

"Our Personnel By-Laws don't allow for 20 hours 
— it's either full-time or part-time," Selectman Denham 
said. "The only way we could make it work is to amend 
the Personnel By-Laws ... under the current structure of 
the Personnel By-Laws, this can't work without changing 
(them)." 

Ms. Adams noted that the Selectmen are sched- 
uled to meet with the Personnel Board shortly to discuss 
Conservation Commision (ConCom) matters. They could 
simply add this item to the agenda. 

"There's a significant level of communication 
with the public (that needs to be done)," Mr. Kunz 
suggested in order to sell the idea to Town Meeting 
voters. "A certain amount of that accrues from (the board) 
discussing it at meetings and (through) the press. People 
have to look at these things ... (and) give them time to 
understand the contributions from improved zoning 
grants (and) promotion of industrial space." 

"Certainly with The Regatta project, the ZBA 
could have used some help," Selectman Denham agreed. 
"Who has the time to research (zoning by-laws) and put 
them down on paper? Somebody has to do that. If you're

the Town of Mattapoisett. It's tough to put the kind of 
time in that's required to do these jobs (thoroughly)." 

"It will cost people money in the short-term," Mr.

type of economic growth in town. As usual, the volunteer 
(boards) are really getting pressed to the wall." 

"The Planning Board sees a great benefit to a part- 
time Town Planner's position," added Planning Board 
Chairman Bob Rogers. "We'll do what we can to rally 
support and bring it to Town Meeting and see if the voters 
support it." 

Building Inspector Andrew Bobola also voiced his 
support for the part-time Town Planner's position. 

"I think it would be helpful prior to Town Meet- 
ing (to hold a Public Hearing)," Ms. Adams suggested. 

Under incoming correspondence for the week, the 
board received a notice from the Plymouth County 
Sheriff's Department informing them that they will no 
longer perform community service work projects due to 
budget constraints. The board wanted clarification if that 
includes the work being done at the Town Wharf. 

Claudette Azar-Kenyon submitted an e-mail letter 
of resignation as an alternate member of the Zoning Board 
of Appeals (ZBA), effective immediately. Although Ms. 
Azar-Kenyon said she enjoyed her volunteer service for 
the most part, "it is my opinion that the infrastructure of 
this board has eroded to such a level that fair and bal- 
anced discussion of of many different views, on many 
different issues, and related decision-making has been 
severely downgraded," she wrote. "This has perplexed 
me and has left me to believe that I can no longer be 
effective in my role as a ZBA member."

Likewise, the board received a letter of resigna- 
tion from Norman J. Lyonnais, who is also resigning from 
the Mattapoisett ZBA as an alternate member, effective 
immediately. "My decision was not an easy one but it is 
one that had to be made for everyone concerned," he 
wrote. "Being only one component of many and appar- 
ently one that does not meld with the preexisting regime, 
it is obvious to anyone observing the board's actions that 
any effort I put forth has little or no effect." 

Selectman Denham noted with regret that it is 
becoming difficult to commit volunteer hours to town 
boards and committees. 

Resident Daniel Goodman Sr. sent a letter to the 
board regarding recent media reports that state reim- 
bursement funds for school projects may be delayed 2 or 3 
years due to budget constraints. "The impact of the 
delayed reimbursements on the tax bills of Mattapoisett 
residents is certainly imminent and could be consider- 
able," Mr. Goodman wrote. "In light of this news, I urge 
the Board of Selectmen to initiate a comprehensive review 
of the Old Hammondtown and Center School projects 
with respect to the schedule and funding components." 

Selectman Andrews said he spoke with several 
legislators earlier in the day about this matter, including 
State Representative William Straus, who told him that of 
the 224 projects on the state reimbursement list, "ORR is 
#104, Old Hammondtown School is #158, and Center 
School is # 183. It may take a delay time to put the funding 
in place, but once it's in place it lasts for 20 years. If we 
were to delay this project, we would get less for the same 
amount of money. We've been approved for (funding) at 
the 65 percent reimbursal rate. If we tried to either aban- 
don it or delay it, we'd lose the (funding) and threaten the 
recertification (of Center School). I appreciate Mr. 
Goodman's letter and he does bring up some good points 
... (but) any further delay would either increase the cost or

get us less than what we planned." 

"At this point, we're saying 'the sky is falling/ but 
we don't have any certainty" Selectman Denham added. 
"This could all turn around in the next six months. The 
sky isn't falling at this point." 

"The legislature is keenly aware of the situation," 
Selectman Andrews said. "The people I've spoken with 
have given me assurances ... but there are no guarantees." 

"By taking Center School off the list ... we'd never 
get it up to code," Selectman Denham said. "We've got 
another six months to look at this ... we're not at a critical 
point yet." 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 6:50 pm.

Selectmen was called to order on Monday, February 11 at 
7:00 pm by Chairman Richard Cutler. Also present were 
Selectman Patricia Ryan, Selectman Naida Parker, Town 
Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

After unanimously approving the minutes of the 
February 4 meeting, the board first met at 7:05 pm with 
Police Chief William Przybylek and Architect Joe Booth of 
the Dyer and Brown Firm for an update on the Police/ 
Communications Building project and to request approval 
of a change order. 

"We have expended some $37,000 in the construc- 
tion of the Police Station," Mr. Booth said. "This is not in 
excess of the contract we have with the town. Basically, 
through the course of construction, there were several 
change orders which have occurred. We discussed them 
with Mr. Huntoon and we were told everything would be 
settled (upon completion). One of the problems was the 
unusual rain storms which occurred (last) April ... which 
forced us to redesign the storm drain system. Our engi- 
neers came up with a system of sump pumps to help 
mitigate any future problems. Our cost to design the 
system and to assist the town with the FEMA application 
was a total of $2,600. We've paid that amount to our 
engineers." 

"With all the meetings we had ... I always said: T 
hope these delays don't cost us additional money,'" 
Chairman Cutler said in response to Mr. Booth's payment 
request. 

"I'll be quite frank with you, if you want to tell 
me 'no' on this item, I can't fight you," Mr. Booth said. 
"We had a 10-month contract, which turned into 14 
months. Again, these are costs which we felt were unex- 
pected (but) necessary." 

One of the lingering items pending on the project 
was the installation of a closed-circuit television system

(CCTV) in the Police Station, which Mr. Booth said was 
just put out to bid. "The CCTV was estimated at $30,000 
(but) we have an as-yet-unfinalized verbal quote of 
$19,000," Mr. Booth said. 

Selectman Ryan had concerns over the differing 
sizes of the holding cells inside the station and asked why 
they weren't a uniform size as designed. 

"They're well within the requirements of the 
Department of Health," Mr. Booth said. "There is nothing 
that will prevent these from being licensed by the Depart- 
ment of Health, to the best of my knowledge. You could 
actually hold two people in those cells, by law." 

As for pending payment to contractors for the 
exterior landscaping and fence work which needs to be 
done, Mr. Booth said they are holding a 2.5 percent 
retainer until that work is complete — an estimated 
$60,000 sum. 

""They'll clean up the (landscape) areas outside ... 
those are all on our punch list," Mr. Booth said. 

Mr. Huntoon and Chief Przybylek also reviewed 
the project's line items which have been paid thus far and 
how much remains of the budgeted balance. "We did a 
summary of what's still available in unpaid funds (for the 
project)," Mr. Huntoon said, "lust to familiarize you with 
what we still have to spend ... and what we feel will be 
left after the project (is completed)."

To the Editor: 

While awaiting the outcome of the proposed Regatta 
development in Mattapoisett, we might consider why a town in 
Massachusetts can be threatened with negation of the ambiance 
which its residents settled there to enjoy. We might ask: Who has 
the right to deprive home owners of the felicitous conditions 
they have paid for so dearly in earnings, taxes, and subjection of 
their own land use to zoning? 

The land use part of a town's zoning is not snobbish- 
ness. It is rather the attempt to keep the mad scramble to locate 
there from wrecking the very reason to do so. Good Zoning not 
only protects the pleasant but fragile nature of rural or coastal 
regions, but prevents too sudden overgrowth from over burden- 
ing a town and its residents economically. 

So the big question is whether the mutual protection of 
a town's property owners in the form of Zoning is Constitu- 
tional under the individual's right to own property which 
cannot be taken from him or her without just compensation; or 
have politicians in Boston the right to make a law that abrogates 
that protection without compensation? 

Is Chapter 40B of the (Massachusetts) General Laws 
not, to the extent that it costs abutters and others problems like 
flooding, loss of property value, and radically diminished 
enjoyment of their property, indeed a partial taking of their 
property without compensation? 

Knowing that the projected Regatta and any other 
similar development will surely lower some of the property 
values in town while, at the same time, causing higher taxes for 
all property owners to support additional infrastructure and 
services, do the politicians in Boston have any right to arbitrarily 
stick us with them? 

Maybe zoning is unconstitutional, people have

FELINE DRINKING HABITS 

My cat likes to drink from the faucet, the shower floor, and 
the saucer under my plants when I water them. She will 
only drink from her water bowl when I first fill it. Why? 

Unless the cats verbal skills improve markedly 
we will probably never know for sure why she is picky 
about her water sources. My own opinion is that we 
are well meaning but don't do a great job offering cats 
water as clean as we give ourselves. (Dogs don't seem 
to care). Most cat water bowls are made of plastic 
which may hold odors more than glass or metal. Usu- 
ally these bowls are rinsed out daily and refilled. Try 
giving your cat water in a glass bowl. Thoroughly 
wash the bowl with soap and water before refilling it 
and consider doing this a few times a day especially if 
you have more than one cat in the house. Would you 
share a water glass with a family member if they were 
always sticking their tounges in the glass and you only 
received fresh water once a day?

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Death Sentence,^

Monster's Ball. Starring Billy Bob Thornton, 
Halle Berry and Peter Boyle. Directed by 
Marc Forster. Running time: 108 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. At select theaters. 

In several recent films, audiences have been forced to confront 
the horror of criminal execution. Mostly these movies used the 
sometimes-graphic inmate's death to either comment on the 
cruelty of the punishment, or as a traumatic catalyst for the plot. 
But in films like Dead Man Walking, The Green Mile, and Dancer in 
the Dark, the repercussions of these climactic executions were 
never fully explored. Enter Monster's Ball, which bravely begins 
with a man's execution and then spends the rest of its time slowly 
examining how his death resonates with those left behind. 

In a layered pastiche of paced performances we first meet 
Billy Bob Thornton's world-weary corrections officer, a man 
trapped between two generations of corrections officers. His 
father, a narrow-minded bigot played with pitch-perfection by 
Peter Boyle, and disillusioned son (Heath Ledger) are also "on the 
team," presumably becauseitwas expected of them. Like mindless 
robots, they suit up everyday and do their duty — that being, to 
lead inmates down death row. 

Thornton seems equally disgusted with both his racist father 
and his weak-willed son who resists the family precondition to 
prejudice. Both in terms of age and experience, Thornton's 
character falls somewhere in the middle. The absence of any 
dominant female figure in their lives, save for a common prostitute, 
also speaks volumes. Thornton's wife is long gone and his mother, 
we later learn, committed suicide. 

During the execution of a reputed cop killer played by Sean 
Combs, Thornton ushers his reluctant son into the fold of prison 
duty and both are present during the titular "Monster's Ball," so- 
named for the would-be celebration just prior to a criminal's 
death. Cracks begin to appear in Thornton's stone facade whenhe 
sees his son display the smallest amount of empathy for the 
condemned, but having been exposed to a lifetime of intolerance, 
he only knows how to degrade and denounce him for it. 

In a career-pinnacle role, Halle Berry plays Combs' suffering 
wife who, like Thornton, tries to put on a brave face but finds her 
lot in life too much to handle. Her Oscar-nominated performance 




is well-justified, as she paints a complex portrait of a proud 
woman gradually broken by life's repeated hard knocks. When 
tragedy brings Berry and Thornton together, we feel like ersatz 
matchmakers, hoping these two lost and lonely souls will find 
some semblance of solace in each other. That their relationship 
transcends racial boundaries only scratches the surface. But it 
does become a bone of contention for Thornton's pig-headed 
father, who has a harrowing first- time meeting with the stunned 
Berry. Thornton responds appropriately, dealing with his father 
in a manner that suggests a leap of maturity and growth. 

Thornton never does reveal his connection to Berry's late 
husband, and when she stumbles upon this information, she 
likewise responds differently than expected. Like Thornton, her 
reaction is telling in its own way and suggests she wants to move 
on and have at least a shot at happiness, even if it means having 
to suppress her emotions. The two have now come full circle: 
Thornton has learned to show compassion for others while Berry 
has learned to temper her emotions in exchange for a little peace 
of mind. 

Having nothing left to lose by the movie's end, Berry and 
Thornton gravitate towards each other, despite their differences 
and flaws. Their bond doesn't blossom out of a love affair, per se, 
but more from a mutual admiration. They both have learned to 
understand and accept grief, loss, hate and disappointment — 
but together they find something approaching happiness, which 
is far better than what they would have achieved apart. The 
movie closes not so much with a conventional "happy ending" as 
with a measured "hopeful ending." And for these two people, 
hope is a rare find.

Attorney General's Authority to 
Waive Procedural Defects in the Notice of the 
Planning Board Hearing Pursuant to the 
provisions of G.L. c. 40, § 32, as amended by 
Chapter 299 of the Acts of 2000, if the 
Attorney General finds there to be any defect 
in the procedure of adoption or amendment of 
any zoning by-law relating to the form or 
content of the notice of the Planning Board 
hearing prescribed by G.L. c. 40A, § 5, or to 
the manner or dates on which said notice is 
mailed, posted or published as required by 
that section, then instead of disapproving the 
by-law or amendment by reason of any such 
defect, the Attorney General may elect to 
proceed under the defect waiver provisions of 
G.L. c. 40, § 32. Under those provisions, the 
Attorney General is conditionally authorized 
to waive any such defect. 

Defect Determined in Notice of 
Planning Board Hearing 

The Attorney General has determined that one 
or more of the notice requirements for the 
Planning Board Hearing relating to the above 
Article(s) failed to comply with the notice 
requirements for such hearing as set forth in 
G.L. c. 40A, § 5. Section 5 provides in part: 

No zoning ordinance or by-law or 
amendment thereto shall be adopted until 
after the planning board in a city or town, and 
the city council or a committee designated or 
appointed for the purpose by said council has 
each held a public hearing thereon, together 
or separately, at which interested persons shall 
be given an opportunity to be heard. Said 
public hearing shall be held within sixty-five 
days after the proposed zoning ordinance or 
by-law is submitted to the planning board by 
the city council or selectmen or if there is 
none, within sixty-five days after the 
proposed zoning ordinance or by-law is 
submitted to the city council or selectmen. 
Notice of the time and place of such public 
hearing, of the subject matter, sufficient for 
identification, and of the place where texts 
and maps thereof may be inspected shall be 
published in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the city or town once in each of 
two successive weeks, the first publication to 
be not less than fourteen days before the day 
of said hearing, and by posting such notice in 
a conspicuous place in the city or town hall for 
a period of not less than fourteen days before 
the day of said hearing. Notice of said hearing 
shall also be sent by mail, postage prepaid to 
the department of housing and community 
development, the regional planning agency, if 
any, and to the planning board of each 
abutting cities and towns. 

(Emphasis added.) 

In our review of the materials 
submitted to us for review we determined that 
the notice of the planning board hearing that 
was posted and published for Articles, S8, S9, 



S10, Sll, S12, S13, and S16 did not contain a 
statement where the text of the proposed by- 
law amendment could be inspected. This 
statement is required by G.L. c. 40A, § 5, and 
its omission is a procedural defect that could 
result in our disapproval of the proposed 
amendments. Apart from these omissions in 
the notice that was published and posted, the 
notice in all other respects appears to satisfy 
the requirements of the statute. 

Attorney General's Election to 
Proceed Under the Waiver Provisions of G.L. 
c. 40, § 32 

The Attorney General has elected to proceed 
under the defect waiver authority conferred 
by G.L. c. 40, § 32, as amended by Chapter 
299 of the Acts of 2000. 

Suspension of Review of Zoning 
By-Law Amendments 

The 90-day period prescribed by law for the 
Attorney General's review of local by-laws is 
therefore suspended in accordance with the 
provisions of G.L. c. 40, § 32, as amended by 
Chapter 299 of the Acts of 2000.

Notice 

The Town Clerk shall post a true copy of this 
Notice in a conspicuous place in the Marion 
Town Hall for a period of not less than 14 
days and shall publish a copy hereof once in 
a newspaper of general circulation in the 
Town of Marion.
